RATS ON THE MOVE: Once 
again Norway rats are building up | 
heavy pressure along Alberta's | 
eastern boundary, The natural di- | 
ection for their migration is Wests | 
ward. Back pressure from killing 
in areas of heavy invasion often re- 
sults in the rats spilling around 


the edges jnto places where they 
are least suspected, Sometimes the 


entire spearhead veers off and 
pressures weaker points along the 
line, 

We are warned by Department of 
Agriculture officials to keep a sharp 
lookout for rats as colder weather 
approaches. To date we have 
been fortunate in this central and 
western area of Alberta in not hav- 


ing to deal with rats, but none-the- 


less we dare not reduce our vigil- 
ance, 

Foy nearly eight years Alberta 
has been able to “stem the tide” 
and hold the line of invasion to a 
narrow margin along the eastern 


border of the province 

Any suspicion of rats should be 
reported to the District Agricultur- 
ist, or myself. Often these reports 
may turn Out to be juvenile musk- 
rats or, aS in one case, it turned 
out to be a mink. However, it is 
better to be sure even though the 
Suspect may not be a genuine Nor- 
way rat.

TV's CONTEMPT 
OF THE PUBLIC 

Voltaire once quipped that the 
secret of the successful bore was to 
say everything twice. 

TV is an apt pupil in this regard. 
For the past several months it has 
been repeating shows with brazen 
regularity. The idea no doubt was 
planted in the minds of the TV 
moguls by the traditional practice 
of repeating performances of ex- 
ceptional merit in response to pub- 
lic demand. 

Nowadays, however, the master- 
minds of TV can tell you what the 
public wants — or ought to want — 
before the public knows itself. 

The “repeats” unfortunately are 
from the job lots of filmed tripe 
provided by the movie producers 
and distributors to fill the insati- 
able maw of the television monster. 
The package system, under which 
TV stations buy assortments of 
movie fare at special rates, pro- 
vides the incentive. 

These grab-bag lots of ‘enter- 
tainment” are cheap to start with; 
westerns mainly, plus who-dun-its 
and horror drama. Repeated, they 
come at bargain-basement prices. 

They are all atrociously bad, as 
viewers can attest. To repeat them 
ts an utter contempt for 
public intelligence, plus the notion 
that no dodge is too cheap or in- 
sipid for the viewing public, 

This was the idea pattern that 
put radio into mothballs. It will 
be remembered that the initial 
promise of TV was enough to cast 
a pall over the once shining spirits 
of radio, who have been practising 
self-destruction by inanity for a 
number of A spi before TV's ad- 
vent. But TV never came near to 
filling the expectations it aroused. 

It now looks as though TV will 
fail to make even as much of a 
cultural, educational, or social im- 
pact as radio did when it was 
young. In fact. TV has gathered 
unto itself al] the looniest ideas of 
radio and the movies, and now ap- 
pears to be trying to commit a 
form of double hari-kari.

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rather than by the variety. 
is quite a difference between dif- 
ferent varieties of alfalfa and 
sweet clover; this also exists in 
many of the other crops; that is 
legumes and grasses. 

Some of the varieties are quite 
common kuowledge, such as Grimm 
and Ladak alfalfa. In the alfalfas 
there does not seem to be any par- 
ticular variety which will not cause 
bloat dangers. In sweet clover we 
are familiar with the white and 
yellow; these however are again 
divided in varieties, In some cases 
sweet clover is used for hay; in 
some cases strictly as a green man- 
ure crop. 

Where one has ample growth, 
the Erector variety does very well; 
where there is not too much growth, 
Arctic will give a higher yield. 
Either of these varieties are satis- 
factory as a green manure crop 
when turned into the land just as 
they begin flowering. 

Following is a list of some vari- 
eties and a few comments on each 
which have been released from the 
Experimental Farm at Lethbridge. 

ALFALFA: 

Grimm: high yielding, winter 
hardy variety but very susceptible 
to bacterial wilt. Should be used 
where alfalfa will not be kept down 
longer than three years. 

Ladak: Also high yielding and 
about equal to Grimm in hardiness, 
more drought resistant and has 
some resistance to bacterial wilt. It 
produces good yields for at least 4 
years. 

Vernal: Is about equal to Grimm 
and Ladak in hardiness and has 
considerable resistance to bacterial 
wilt. This variety is recommended 
where alfalfa is to be left down for 
long periods. 

Rambler: This is a new creeping- 
rooted variety intended for seeding 
with grass as a pasture alfalfa, par- 
ticularly in non irrigated areas. It 
has considerable resistance, 

SWEET CLOVER: 

Arctic: White blossomed, tall 
growing, drought resistant and high 
yielding. 

Alpha: White blossomed, fine 
stemmed, drought resistant, and 
recommended where harvesting of 
tall growing sweet clover is a 
problem. 

Brandon Dwarf: Very similar to 
Alpha, both in appearance and 
i growth habit. 
| Erector: Yellow blossomed, tall 
growing and drought resistant var- 
jety. It is not as tall as Arctic but 
a big improvement over the low- 
growing types of yellow sweet 
clover.

Dear Homemakers: 

The calendar, radio and press 
serve as constant reminders that 
Christenas is over a month away. 
The majority of homemakers will 
be in the process of preparing 
Christmas Cakes and here are a few 
tips of general interest: 

T¢ a cake has a tendency to burn 
even though paper is used, place 
the cake tin on a cookie sheet 
that has been lined with a layer 
of salt. 

Another good idea is to place a 
flat pan containing two cups of 
water in the bottom of the oven. 
The moisture available from this 
water will help to make the cake 
lighter and more moist, and to 
give it a slightly glazed appear- 
ance. 

The aging of fruit cake seems 
to create a mellow flavor which no 
cook, no matter how skillful, can’ 
imitate. The richer the cake is; 
in fruits, the longer will be the 
time required for its ripening. 

Fruit cake crumbles when the 
fruits and peels are too dry. If 
raisins and currants seem dry and 
wrinkled, either leave them in 
scalding water for five minutes and 
drain, Or simmer the fruit in a 
little sugar syrup (1 to 2) until the 
syrup almost disappears. In either 
case drain and dry the fruit slightly 
before using. 

Fruit cake should be stored in a 
closely covered container. A scoop 
of trown sugar or a piece of apple 
in the container will help to keep 
it moist. 

Mold may appear when the 
mixed chopped peel, sold in pack- 
ages, is used. When this is used 
to replace the traditional lemon 
and citron peels, either add a 
little syrup and hold in a _ slow 
oven (275 deg. F) until surface is 
dry, or boil the peel in syrup, as | 
suggested for the raisins. 

Adding chocolate, strong coffee | 
Or grape jelly, darkens the cake, 
whereas, reducing the amount of 
spices or adding crushed pineapple | 
lightens the color of a cake.

Rinse raisins, drain, dry thor- 
oughly. Chop seeded raisins. Pit | 
and slice dates. Pour boiling water 
over prunes. Cover and let stand 
10 minutes. Drain, dry and cut! 
from pits in small pieces. Combine 
fruits, peel, citron, spices and nec- 
tar. Cover. Stand one hour. 
Cream butter, add sugars and 
cream together thoroughly. Mix 
in well-beaten eggs. Add _ flour 
sifted with soda, salt and baking 
powder, mixing thoroughly, Stir in 
fruits, almonds, walnuts and flav- 
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orings. Mix until fruits are well 
established, 

Pour into two tube pans (9'2") 
that have been lined with two 


thicknesses of greased brown paper 
and one of greased wax paper. 
Bake at 300 deg. F. about 3}. 
hours. Makes 9 pounds, 

Note: Can make early and wrap 
in brandy soaked cloth, then in 
aluminum foil to ripen.
